And as the Fews 
were in a very diſtrefſed State and Condition, but 
Gov ſent them a timely and ſeaſonable Deliverance 
by ſending his Angel to deſtroy an Hundred Fout ſcore 
ard Five Thouſand, 2 Kings 19. 35. So the glorious 
and great Go p, whoſe Name alone is excellent, moſt 
aſonably delivered theſe Lands of Great Britain and 
I:laxd, when they were in a ſinking State, juſt like 
to be drown'd by a deluge of Popery and T yranny, 
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ins ready to overflow them, which is much worle 
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than a Deluge of Water; becauſc it is Deſtructive (5 de 
both Soul and Body. This was evident when they toe MW ar 
up againſt his Excellent Majeſty King GrOROGUH tr WM in

II. We have what this Wrath of Man ſhall bring e nt, 
and it is the Glory of God ſhall confeſs thec, aith 
Mr. Am ſivorth; that is, ſhal! turn to thy Praiſc ben 
thy People are delivered from the Rage of their Hess. 
It is true the Wicked intend nothing in the Exec 1iion

Plains it, Shall kcep a Faſt to thee: as in Foet g. 
Gird ye, there is to be underſtood, with Sorros. 0 
Sackcloth ; ſo here with Joy and Gladneſs, and Stu tb. 
Bur if we, faith he, refer it to the Wicked, to d 
hor Rage; it is, thou wilt bind or reſtrain from“ 
tempting further Evil. God ſteps in and cuts ſnort 
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deſigns, and permits them not to accompliſh their Fury 
and Tyranvical Actions. God interpoſes in due time, 
in 2 fit Opportunity, when they little think to have 
a ſtop put to rheir helliſh Deſigns and Actions. 

4. We have how much of the Wrath of Man Go p 
will reſtrain, and it is the remainder of it, whatever 
Wrach aud Fury remains in the Hearts of the Wicked 
after they have put in Exccution as much of their Ty- 
rannical Fury as will be to the Praiſe of Go p, then 
G i prevents them from going any further: So often- 
times they donor get all their Wrath accompliſh-d and 
executed upon the Servants of Go that they intended, 
They oſtentimes have contrived and P muchi Miſ- 
chict againſt the People of Go D, which they never have 
got executed, by reaſon of Go D's putting forth his Al- 
mighty Arm, and thereby bafled their Deſigns and 
Devices, and confonnded their Malice. This is fo plain 
and natural an opening of the Text, that none can deny 
it, and the Propoſitions raiſed from the Words of the 
P{almiſt, ' ſhall alfo be plain and natural, and alſo in 
the like manner applicd. ,The Propfitions are theſe: 

J. Thar all wrarhful Heat, tyrannical Fury, invere- 
rite Hatred and Malice of wicked and unreaſonable Men 
who ate Enemiesto God, to Chriſt, & his Kingdom, Truth 
and People, ſhall by the wiſe, gracious, and over-ruling 
Providence of the great G o b, bring praiſe, glory and 
honour to God; The Wrath of Men ſhall praiſe thee.

The wicked (it is true) in all their tyrannical Fury, b. 
barbarous Actions, and helliſh Deſigus, intend nothug MW C 
but the ſatistying of their er . Spirits, and brino- tt 
ing Ruin and Deſtruction upon the Object of their harred tt 
and malice; when at the ſame time they do exccute * 
the eternal Decree and purpoſe of Go p, and ſo 1p 00 
forward Go D's Work, and actually fulfill his iI, MI | 
tho that is fartheſt from their intent and deſigus. In- 5 


ſtances of the Wicked thus bringing Glory to Goo, 
we have ſeveral in Go p's Word, we will mention 2 
few, and the firſt is that of Foſeph's Brethren. I heit 
Wrath againſt him was great, they envy'd him hne, 
becauſe his Father loved him more than any of his e. 
thren, becauſe he was the Son of Iis old Age; but their 
hatred increaſed after that he had dreamed that his 
Sheaf ſtood uprighr, and their Sheafs ſtood round about 
and made obeiſances to his Sheaf; ſuch was their i:-tred 

towards him, that they reſolved ro murder him ct 
his Father ſent him to ſee if his Brethren were vel; 
but now the murdering of Foſeph would not fl 
Go p's Counſel, fo G op reſtrained. that their Wrath, 
yet he ſuffer'd them to fell him to the {hmaselites ; c 
whole Story you may fee in Gen. 37, thro the whole. 
The Brethren of Jaſeph had nothing in their Eye but 
their ſatisfying their Malice and Envy; but yet God ot. 
dered it for the Preſervation of much People, Ger. . 
5, 6, 7, 8. and 50. 15, to 22. and they in that Act of 
theirs fulfilled G o 0's decree. Another Inſtance ue 
have in J/a. 10. 5. And here Go p uſes the wicked 4/- 


Hrians to puniſh his own People, The Lord herc cali: 
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the Aſſyrians, as if he armed them by his Edict to make 
War with them, as ſome Word it. G op calls upon 
them as. a Judge to cut off rhe Malefactor's Heads; as a 
King doth to put to Death thoſe that had rebelled a- 
einft him; God ſerves his turn of the Wicked, but 
the Wicked have no purpoſe therein to ſerve God; thus 
he did of the Aſyrians, but they did not intend ro do 
God any Pleaſure, they intended to cut off, to deſtroy 
and to take the Booty and Spoil; they were carried 
1way to do this with their Luſts, Ambition and Avarice ; 
bac in the mean while God orders their Endeavours and 
Counſels to another end, but this was quite and altoge- 
ther unknown to them: and fo as Calvin ſaith, upon 
this Place, wn regard of the Wicked, they do not rhe 
Work of God, bur the Devils, becauſe they ſerve their 
on Luſts; and this is clear from their Words, v. 7. 
may add another Inſtance, and that is concerning the 
S$c:1bes and Phariſees, and the High Prieſts; their Ma- 
lice, Hatred and Envy againſt Chriſt our Saviour was 
very great, and for that they deliver'd him to be cruci- 
hed, Mar. 15. 10. Yet in the fatisfying their revengtul 
Appetites, they accompliſhed whar God had derermin- 
ed ſhould be done, Ads 2. 23. God's eternal Countel 
was that his Son ſhould die in the Fulneſ of Time for 
yinners, and fo their Wrath did Praiſe God; for no- 
thing ever did bring more Glory and Praiſe to God 
than his giving his Son for Sinners. The Saints in Hea- 
ven are praiſing God for ir, alſo every true Behever 
on Earth, and all the redeemed ones will praiſe God 
for this his Gift to all Eternity. 

2. The Wrath of the Wicked do praiſe God, by 
canſing the power and infinite Wiſdom and Goodnets 
of God to appear in the way and manner and time of 
their Deliverance, to wit, of his own People from tie 
Wrath and the Fury of wicked and unreatonable Men; 
much do the Wrath of the Wicked rage againſt God's 
People, this has appeared in all Ages and Generations, 
How did the tyrannical Fury of Fbarach and his People 
burn againſt the Iſraelites when they had let them go? 
Their Hearts was gricyed and fore troubled that thev

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had ſuffered them to depart out of Egypt, and font 


under their tyrannical Hand and Power: Yea, heir 
Fury was ſo great againſt them, that they reſolved to 
fetch them back again, and bring them into their for 
mer Slavery, Bondage and Servitude. Now this Wrath 
praiſed God, for deliver d his own People h, 
working a Miracle for them, bringing them over the 
Red Sea as on dry Land; for which his own People 
ſang Praiſe unto him, the whole Story of this on 
have in Exodus 14. and beginning of the 15. This g 
and wonderful Deliverance got God Renown then and 
afterwards, Daniel 9. 15. The Wrath of Man pri: 
him when he delivered his People from Sennacherib, who 


ſent his Army to Feruſalem, as you may ice in 1/3. 48. 


and 47- Chapters. So in delivering his Servants out of 
the Fiery Furnace that the King Nebuchadnezzar had 
heated ſeven times hoter than it was wont to be hot, 
Dan. 3. 14, Sc. The King himſelf praiſed God fo: the 


"wonder that God had wrought, 28. ver. and likcwile 


in delivering Daniel out of the Mouths of the devour- 
ing Lions, Dan. 6. 16. We might inſtance in nose, 
but we will forbear. In theſe latter Days God has 
brought praiſe to his great Name, in working Dell cr 
ance for his own People, and thereby kept them from 
the Wrath of the Wicked, and from the ſlavery, Popery 
and Arbitary Power, which they were oftentimes in 2 
fare way to be brought under by the Popiſn Crew, an 
their Abettors. God has made appear the Gratis 
of his Power in defeating them, and his Wiſdom in 
covering their helliſn Plots and Contrivances to ru: !nc 
Proteſtants, to bring in Popery and Tyranny, Sla , 
and every evil and abominable Wickedneſs; fo that we 
may ſay, We have heard and ſeen them taken in their 
own Craftineſs, Fob 5. 13. How ſeaſonably did Got 
diſcoyer the unhumane and helliſh deſign of the Powder 
Plot, whereby they intended to have cut off all that op. 
poſed them at once; God ſtept in in the very nick of 
time, and delivered them from that heliſh Deſtruction 
that they intended them for, and as he delivered Fete, 
put of the Hands of Herod, the Night before he deſig 
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(9) 
to have killed him. As xii. 5. &c. So juſt before their 
Wrath was to be executed, becauſe it would not bring 
Praiſe to his Name, therefore he made it praiſe him, 
by laying 1t open, and delivering them. rhat were rhe 
Object of their Wrath. But tho' they were diſappoin- 
ted in this their Attempt, yer they Devil-like, ( whoſe 
Servants — are ) are never weary 1n their wicked A- 
tions, aud Helliſh Plots and Endeavours. How great 
Langer were the People in, in the Days of Charles the iſt, 
he going further than his Father, in taking away the 
Privileges of the Parliament, and Liberty and Proper- 


ty. ; 

"Tho the Wrath of Charles and his Parry was great, 
and waxcd hor, yet Go p made it praiſe him, when he 
deliver'd his People from the Slavery that they defign'd 
to have brought them into. and God carried on the Work 
of Reformation. We have another Inſtance in the Days 
of King Fames the-Second, when the King and many 
others appear'd openly for Popery ; but Go p then de- 
{ivered his People, by ſending the great Deliverer King 
# itliam, who was an Inſtrument in nis Hand, to revive 
the Reformation wrought in the Time of the Parlia- 
ment, that was a ſeaſonable Deliverance, when all the 


Proteſtants were depriv'd of all their civil Liberties, and 


by Fraud and Violence depriv'd of their Eſtates, and 
were impriſon d for nothing at all, and there guarded 
by mean and barbarous Perſons. Their Wrath burn'd 
againſt King Villiam, and all thoſe that ſtood up for him, 4 
and plotted once and again to take away his Life: But 
(30D delivered him from the Hands of thefe cruel 
bloody Perſons: and alſo in the Davs of Queen Aune, 
againſt her, till they got her to fide in with them: 
Their Wrath againſt thoſe that were for the Hanover 
ducceſſion, did appear evidently to all by their diſgrac- 
ing them, and branding them as falſe Brethren, and 
they thought them not fit to be 1mploy'd in any Office, 
and the Diſſenters were mark d for Ruin, while at the 
ame Time, all Places of Power and Truſt, were com- 
mitted to, and fill'd with the avow'd Enemies of the 
Proteſtant Religion, and they were e 
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(10) 
ſpecial Marks of Favour, thro' her Majeſty's Dominion; 
They had carry'd Things to ſuch an Height, that they 
were juſt for involving the Nation in Miſery, by bring. 
ing in Popery, Slavery, and Arbitrary Power by ſer- 
ting a Popiſh Pretender upon the Throne; which they 
G is ſuppos d) would have attempted within a few 

ceks, bad not Go p ſtepped in fo very ſeaſonably, and 
ſo my remarkably, to deliver his People, by taking a- 
way the Queen, and bringing in his preſent Majeſty 
Ring George; and ſo the Wrath of the Papiſts, and 
thoſe that are no better, if not worſe, their Abetrors, i" 
labouring to ſet up Popery and Tyranny, and enlarging 
the Kingdom of the Devil, did praite Go p: for whic!: 
Deliverance all true Proteſtauts ſhould continually pri: 
and give Honour to the Great Go p, who has, and «11 
does, whom we hope will ſtill deliver them from their 
Enemies. But tho' Go p diſappointed them in taking 
away the Queen, and the French _ yer ſtill their 
Wrath was great, and waxed hoter and hoter, till they 
made it clearly to appear, what they would have Had 
about, when they roſe in open Rebellion, and thoſe that 
cry up the Church is in Danger, joining with the Papilts, 
and thereby made it evident that ſhe was in Danger y 
themſelves, which ſhe is ſtill in, but Gop got him{!t 
Praiſe by timely defeating of them. 
3d. The Wrath of many. praiſes Gor, by making 
manifeſt the Glory of his Juſtice, that is ſeen in tende. 
ring unto them deſerved Deſtruction and Puniſhmcnts. 
Their Wrath praiſe GoD when he overthrows the. 
Sometimes Go Þ has render'd unto them their Defer: in 
an Extraordivary Way and Manner, as he did to the 
gyptians in the Red-Sea, Ex. xiv. 23, 24, &c. Dathan, Co 
rah and Abiram, and thoſe that join d with them died 16: 
the common Death. Num. xvi.28. Another Inſtance, is Seu 
nacherib, Iſa. 37. Charles the g. of France, whowas the 41 ; 
thor of that horrid Maflacre, where the Blood ©! 
many Thouſand of Proteſtants at Paris and other 
Parts was ſhed, did a very little after die in the Strength 
of his Years by an extraordinary Eſfuſion of Blood from 
all Paſſages of his Body; that as D Serres, and other 
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French Writers of that Time do ſhew, be was made to 
wallow in bis own Blood before bis Death, Oh! Was 
not this the Finger of G o p in an unuſual and extraor- 
dinary Manner, and a moſt convincing ſtupendious Piece 
of his Judgment. Sometimes G o p has wrought their 
Ruin in an ordinary Way, yer often- times very remar- 
kable; as of Haman, Ef. vu. 8, &c, Hemy the 2d of 
France, a violent Enemy to the Proteſtants, whil'ſt he 
had cauſed Sentence Annas De Burg, to Death, having 
{>!cmnly proteſted in ſuch Words; Theſe Eyes of mine, 
hall ſee thee burn; a little before the appointed Time 
of his Execution, running iu haſte with a Spear againſt 
Count Montgomery, 1s pierced through the Eye, with 
ſuch a Wound, that in a ſhort Time ſent to his Grave, 
and fruſtrated his Expectation of ſeeing that excellent 
Man burn. Henry the 3d turning Papult, and abjuring 
the Proteſtant Religion, was within a little Time ſtab- 
bed in the Mouth by a Jeſuit, on which a Proteſtant 
gutleman uſed this Freedom with him; Sir, Ton have 
denied Go p, and his Truth with your Mouth, and he has 
given you @a Stroke there, take heed you deny him not alſo 
with your Heart, leſt the next Stroke be there; which, 
2s the French Hiſtory ſhews, did accordingly fall our, 
when he was ſtabb' d by Ravelack Du Serres, his own 
Hitoriographer doth ſhew it was through the very Heart; 
and it was evident that ſome Time before his Death, he 
had rurn'd cordial and zealous for the Popiſh Intereftl, In 
the Days of Charles the Iſt, Straford and Land, who had 
endeavoured to deſtroy both the Proreſtant Religion, 
auch the Rights and Libertics of the Nation, were con- 
demn'd for High Treaſon; and fo after them ſome o- 
thers got their juſt Deſert, which ſome Bohemians, who 
were exilled, were greatly amazed ar, ſaid thus, We yet 
muſt by Vertue of that clear Text, ( Rev. xvi. 5, 6.) 
Say with the Angel, Lord, Thou art Righteous, becauſe 
hn haſt judged thus, Now in this our Day, the Rebels 
were ſome of them deſtroyed in Battle, and ſome others 
jaitly and deſervedly, in another Way and Manner. 
And ſuch as have been, and are ſtill Rebels againſt Gon 
aud King George, (if Go v give them not — ) 
a

ſhafl praiſe Go p, when his Wrath is inflited n 
them, then he will make manifeſt his Almighty Pong 
in their eternal Deſtruction. Rom. ix. 22. 2 The} |

Papiſts, and thoſe that are for a Popiſh Pretender, ;, 
ſtill great, though G o h has deſtroy'd ſome of them;

determined they ſhould; they cannot go any further ci.

Little 
thought the Betrayers of the Nation, and the Prot 
ſtant Intereſt in the laſt Reign, that they ſhould have 
gone no further than they did; they did not know that 
the Bounds that Go Þ had fer them, were ſo ſtrait and 
narrow. The Rebels brayged how far they would 

o, and what they would do, but they could do nothing 
be what he gave them Leave; nor go one Step, further 
than their Limits. The World, it is true, is very d. 
what Wickednefs doth abound in it? There is not bat 
Kind, but it is committed! What Curſing and Sw car. 
ing? What Lying and Stealing? What Uncleanneſs of 
all Kinds? What Oppreſſion and Injuſtice > What Hab. 
bath Breaking, buying and ſelling, bearing, and carrying 
on it ? But yet (if Go p did not reſtrain Men, bind and 
gird up their Hands from the Execution of their Wrath, 
and Malice, it wou'd be much worſe than it «5; 
What diſmal Work would there be, if Men were w 
ly left to act according to the luclinations of their ow! 
corrupt Hearts, and the Devil's wicked Suggeſtions ? 
But Go pꝰ's reſtraining and over-ruling Providence doi 
prevent many of theſe wicked Men from the Commi!- 
lion and Perpetration of that Outragiouſneſe, Cruelty, aud 
Uncleanneſs, that their ſinful Natures would lead them 
to, and take Delight in. 

In handling this Propoſition, I ſhall ſhew you how 
Go y can, and often doth reſtrain the Remaindcr of 
the Wrath of Man.

Ir is an caſy Thing 
with Go p to do either of theſe, Go p can eaſily con- 
vert the greateſt Sinner; He can eaſily make the moſt 
ſtubhorn and obſti nate Sinner, pliable, and willing, that 
G © p ſhould Reign in him, and over him; the moſt 
unwilling are made willing in the Day of Go 0's Pow- 
er. Eſal. cx. 3. Pauls Wrath was great againſt the 
Church of Chriſt, his Malice raged againſt his Servants, 
So ciel was he, that he had no Regard to Sex, but hal- 
ed them away to Priſon where he could meet with 
them; and Go p ſuffer d him a little Time to go on 
in that his wicked Practiſe, even as far as the Execution 
of his Wrath and Fierceneſs would praiſe Go o; but 
when that was done, G o Þ ſteps in, and prevents any 
more of his Wrath from being execured, by changing 
his Nature, and making him who was a bloody Perſe- 
cutot, an eminent Saint, a faithful and diligent Servant 
of Chriſt Jeſus, Ads ix. 10. There are many that are

Followers of him in his breathing out Threatnings and 


Slaughter againſt the Diſciples of Jeſus Chriſt. Oh! 
What a happy Turn would it be, both to themſelves 
2nd others, if G o Þ did thus remove their Wrath, an 
change them from Nature to Grace, that ſo they might 
become as valiant and couragious for Go p and his 
Truth, as they were againſt him and the. Truth. Now 
ao p did thus take away the Wrath of Paul, ſo he 
ca eaſily take away the Wrath of another. Gop 
ſometimes reſtrains the Wrath of Man, by reconciling 
him unto thoſe he hates, and makes the Enemies of 
Go D's People, to be at Peace with them.

25. Go p overthrew theſe in a miraculous Way aud 
Manner, but G o D commonly makes uſe of Men as 
ſtruments in his own Hands to deſtroy them, he fighting 
for them.

and overcome his and their Enemies. 

In the Days of King Charles, (who became an Op- 
preflor and Tyrant) G oD raisd up Men that withſtood 
him in his illggal Proceedings, whoſe Forces G op ſuc- 
ceeded, and made them victorious over him and h1s 
Popiſh Crew, and thereby reſtrained the Remainder ot 
their Wrath. Another Inſtance we have when King 
William came in to deliver the ſinking Nation, and tc 
then again Go p reſtrained the Papiſts and Jacobires tron:

Hearts. In this laſt Rebellion when they roſe up a. 
2 lis preſent Majeſty King George, and intended to 

ave executed their Wrath, both upon him, and n, 
Loyal Subjects, bur Go p by his timely defeating of 
them, prevented them. Go p ſometimes reſtrains the 
Remainder of the Wrath of Man, by diſcovering thei 
Hellith Plots and Contrivances which. they had las

There have been many Inſtances of this Kind, as the 
Powder - Plot, and many Aſſaults to murder King Vil-

un. One [nſtance we have in Efther. Haman's Wrath 
was great againſt all the Fews, and he intended to put, 


and cauſe to be put to Death. Men, Women, and lit- 


le Children, and that in one Day; but Go D. reſtrained 
this his Wrath, by taking him away, and advancing Mor- 
dcn. When a King, or a Queen, and their Council, 
14 many more of their Subjects, have their Hearts fil - 
led with Wrath againſt thoſe chat ſerve God, and 
do plot Ways to ſatiate their revengeful Spirits; if 
Go then ſtep in, and takes away the King or Queen, 
and ſo conſequently their Council; (for uſually when a 
King or Queen dies, the Miniſtry is chavg'd) and raiſes 
up a King or Queen, that oppoſe thoſe Sons of Belial in 
their Devil-like Actions, they are thereby reſtrained from 
the Execution of the Remainder of their Wrath. Tinis 
bas G o D done often Times, that he might reſtrain the 
W icxed, and impede them from the Execution of their 
Malice and Wrath. Go p rook away the Popiſh Queen 
Marz, who encouraged the Wicked in all their Cruelty; 
ind raiſed up Queen Elizabeth, who was an —

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in his Hand, to reſtrain the Wrath of Man. Another 
Inſtance we have in the Days of King Charles, when he, 
and his Popiſh Crew were for executing their Wrath 
upon the Proteſtants, ſome of which they did, eſpecial. 
ly in Þeland; but yer GoD impeded and reſtrained 
their Wrath, by taking away the chief Encouragers of 
the Wickedneſs they deſigud. A third Inſtance . 
have, in Go D's taking away King Fames, and railing yy 
King V illiam, and now in taking away Queen Ae, 
and fo removing that Miniſtry from their Places ©: 
Power and Authority, and raiſing up the Noble aud 
Excellent Proteſtant Prince to the Britiſh T hrone, out 
preſent King George. They in the laſt Reign were cu. 
ly plotting Miſchief, and got little actually cxccurcd . 
but intended to have accomplifh'd their wrathful nt, 
and their tyrannical Fury, yet Go p had a Way pre- 
vent them. They were ſore diſappointed, and that un- 
expected Turn of Providence damp'd all their Spirits; 
that ſo it might be truly ſaid of them as it is in the &, g, 
v. of this Pſ. when God ſent Death to fetch her that had 
eſpouſed their Cauſe, the Papiſts and Jacobites were all 
ſtill ; they feared their Deſigns were bafled, then their 
Methods were broken, and they feared that their 0. 
piſh Darling would be kept off the Throne. Go p wor- 
derfully confounded their Deſigus and diſappointed their 
Expectations. This was ſuch a ſaurprizing Providence, 
that they were all ſtruck dumb. They were all ert 
when the Great Js HO VA roſe to fave the Meck of 
the Earth, which they had ridicul'd, and contriv « tc 
Ruin of, whom Go p has delivered, for ever, bleſca be- 
his Great, Holy, and Reverend Name.

It chears me (ſays he) to think of it (it is 
the 25th of Edward 1450 Loans againſt the Will of 
the Subject are againſt Reaſon, and the Franchiſes of 
the Land. The Lord may tax his Villain high and 
low; but *tis againſt the Franchiſes of the Land, for 
Freemen to be tax d bur by their Conſent in Parlia- 
ment: For all that the King did, and the Clergy 
encouraged their illegal Proceedings. Dr. Welwaod 
gives this Account. Among other Means, (ſays he} 
* of raiſing Money that of n was fallen upon, 
* which met with great Difficulties, and was generally 
taken to be illegal. One Sibt horp an obſcure Par- 
ſon, in a Sermon Preacb' at the Aſſizes at North- 
ampton, would make his Court by aſſerting, not on- 
by the Lawfulneſs of this Way of impoling Money 
ty Loan, but that twas 7 indiſpenſible Duty of 
the Subjeck to comply with it. Another faith in a 
Sermon, That the King is not bound to obſerve the 
Laws of the Realm concerning the Subjects Rights 
and Liberties; but that his Royal Word and Com- 
mand in impoſing Loans and Taxes, without Con- 
lent of Parliament, does oblige the Subjects Conſci- 
ence upon Pain of Eternal Damnation: That thoſe 
who refusd to pay this Loan, did offend againſt the 
Laws of Gop, and became guilty of Impiety, Dif- 
loyalty, and Rebellion; and that the Anthony of

'Parliaments is not neceſſary for raiſing of Aids 1 
| Subſidies. Every Body knew Abbot was averſe to ſuch 
| Doctrines, and to ſcek an Advantage againſt him, 
S:bthorp's Sermon with a Dedication ta the King wa; 
ſent him by Order of his Majeſty, to Licence. %o: 
refus'd and gave his Reaſons in Writing, whic!: Bi. 
ſhop Laud anfwer'd, and with his own Hand LT: 
both $7bthorp's and the other Sermon which was prez. 
ched by Manwarirg, upon this Archbiſhop Allet wa; 
confin'd to his Country-honſe, and ſuſpended from lit 
Function. Do nor theſe Actions Evidence that H bd 
aſſum'd a Power that did not conſiſt with the Coſitu- 
tion of the Kingdom; theſe Things ſhew that he was 
for Governing as he liſt. 

3. He deprived Men of their Liberties for no Crime 
at all, and that without Law. Clarendon faith, © Diss; 
Gentlemen of prime Quality in ſeveral Countics in 

© England were, for refuſing to pay the ſame, commit. 
2 od ro Priſon with great Rigour, and extracr(1n 
* ry Circumſtances. 


4. Charles broke the Privileges of Parliament 
only in his acting without their Confent in the fore- 
mention d Proceedings; but alſo in feveral other Mar 
tets: Firſt in his accuſing five of the leading Member 
of the Houſe of Commons of High- Treaſon, f 
terwards went to the Houſe with armed Men, and 
ſeated himſelf in the Speaker's Chair, and calls tor 
the Traitors, and took Notice the Birds were n; 
he required that they ſhould be ſent to him hc pct. 
ſently ſeizes their Papers, and Seals up their (lotet, 
and by Proclamation declares them Traitors. 


This was by Parliament voted a great Breach of f. 
vilege, a great Scandal to the King and his Govert 
ent; a ſeditious Act, manifeſtly rending to Sib- 
verſion of the Peace, and an Injury and Diſhonour to 
the ſaid Members, there being no legal Charge 4 
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cuſation againſt rhem, and that there could he no Vin- 
dication of thoſe Privileges, unleſs his Majeſty wonld 
diſcover the Names of 8 ec who adviſed him to ſich 
anlawtul Courſes. They therefore deſired him to ſatiſ- 
fy their legal Deſire in that, to let them know their 
Informers ( which by two Statutes then {in Force, upon 
ſuch Occaſions, the King is bound to do) but he refu- 
ſed to grant their Requeſt. Another Breach, was his 
taking Exceptions at a Bill depending in the Houſe 
of Peers, as to the putting of it into that Way; 
deing as he ſaid, a Diminution of his Prerogative; 
but becauſe he deſired Ireland might be relieved, he 
was content that the Bill ſhould paſs for that Time with 
2 Salvo Fure, both to King and People. 


The Parliament declared in a Petition, That the 
King by taking Notice of the Debate 1n the Houſe 
of Lords, concerning the Bill for the preſſing of Sol- 
diers, had broken the Fundamental Privilege of Parli- 
ament, which he ought not to do concerning any 
Bill, till ir be preſented to him in due Courſe of 
Parliament; for every Member has free Liberty of 
Speech in propounding, or debating ; and the King 
ought not to be diſpleaſed at him for ſuch Opint- 
015 or Propoſitions. The King granted a Ceſſation 
of Arms to the bloody Iriſh Rebels, which was di- 
rectly againſt a Law, and his Faith; for ir was c- 
rated by Authority of Parliament, (the King alſo 
ſig ning the AR) in the Year one thouſand fix hun- 
dted and forty one. That the War againſt thoſe 
bloody Þifþ Rebels ſhould proceed, until it were de- 
clared by Parliament that Freland was fully ſubJued, 
and that no Peace nor Ceſſation of Arms ſhould be 
made with thoſe Rebels, without the Conſent of 
both Houſes of Parliament; bur the King did it with- 
our the Conſent of either of the Houſes, and thar 


when it was for the Benefit of the IRISH

You ſee how notoriouſly this beſt of Kings have 
broke both the Laws of GO D and the Nation; 
he took away the Rights and Liberties of the People 
and therefore you may underſtand what Sort of a

The Parliament profeſſed, that their receiving of 
Plate, and Money, and levying of Forces, was to 
maintain the Proteſtant Religion, the King's Perſon, 
Dignity, and Authority, the Laws of the Land, th: 
Peace of the Kingdom, and Privilege of Parliament, 
The Laws of G O D, were never better obſcryd, 
Swearers and Sabbath-Breakers puniſhed according to 
their Deſcrt. And thoſe whom Dr. Snape calls the 
vileſt of the People, who, ſaith he, had thurſt them- 
ſelves into the higheſt Stations, &c. What Particu- 
lar Perſons he means of, I cannot tell; bur it was 
manifeſt, that there was none in high Stations, u fe 
Actions were fo vile as Charless, and his Party : 
and an Enemy to him that was in the higheſt Stati. 
on, ſaith of him, that he appeared ro have a U:!igr 
pf doing Good in the Main, and promoting the Got 
pel more than any had done before him; but CH 
and his Party were ſo far from this Appearaiice. te 
haye a Deſign to do Good, and promote the 
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pel, that it was manifeſt to all that they laboured 
ro rappers the Goſpel, and the Truths of GO, 
and the true Way ot worſhipping GO D. 


It is ſaid of the Miniſtry of that Day, that the 
main Body of the Pariſh Miniſters were tuch, as the 
Nation has not enjoyed ſince; which Sentence was 
delivered not long ſince, (J mean ſaith he) for a ſe- 
rious Senſe of Religion, and a hearty regard for the 
Intereſt of Souls, in the diſcharge of their Office, 
which as a certain Truth; But Wakes, Revels, 
Church-Ales, Clerk-Ales, and Feaſting were ſuch 
Things as were grateful ro the Clergy in Charlez's 
Days, and it was their greateſt care that ſuch Things 
might be kept up, that Whoreing, Swearing, Drun- 
kenneſs, and all manner of Wickedneſs might be 
practiſed; that ſo many poor Infauts might be mur- 
der'd by their wicked Mothers, that fear'd nothing, 
and afterwards themſelves hang d, that ſo there 
might many be ſent readily ro the inferna! Pit. 
This was the care and regard they had of Souls ; 
even that many might be made miſerable to all E- 
ternity: Oh miſerable Wretches! Servants of the De- 
vil, and Promoters ot his Intereſt. 


There was another Thing that Dr. Snape lays to 
the Charge of tte Men of that Generation, as one 
of their great Sins; to wir, That the Uſe of the 
Lord's Supper had been intermitted ro a ſcandalous 
Degree, Page 18. This he ſaith without any Demon- 
{tration what way they did that: If he mean that 
they laid it aſide, as not approving of it as an Or- 
dinance of Divine Inftitution, and ſo had no regard 


to it, it is moſt falſe, and what he cannot prove a- 


gainſt them; if he mean that they ccasd to admiui- 
ter until rhe People were gather'd 1nto Churches, 
according to the Inſtitution of the Goſpel ; this was 
ſo far from being a ſcandalous Intermiffion, that it 
was their Duty ſo to do, and if they had * o- 
ther- 
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therwile, they had acted contrary to the Goſpel «+ 
ur Lord and Saviour. But perhaps Dr. Snape mcan; 
that they would not Adminiſter it to all Hand o- 
ver Head, without any Exception, what ever their 
Lives and Couyerſations were, that they would nr 
ſaffer them that made a Trade of Swearing, Sabbath. 
Breaking, Lying, Whoring and Drinking, to part ike 
of that Ordinance; this was nothing but what God 
had commanded them to do, to ſeperate the Prc::- 
ous from among the Vile, and ro purge out the cd 
Lcaven, that they might be a new Lump, 1 Cor. 
6, . They in ſo doing prevented the propharc- 
ing of the Holy Ordinance, which they do who ad.

As for Charles the Second, he acted like his . 
wer, minding neither the Laws of G O D, nor de 
Nation; he ſet up Arbitrary Power, and ſuffer 
French to harraſs the Emplihh continually, and to 
our Seas with Pirates, to make Prize, 4 aud 
Murder all they met with; and while they ure 
doing this. were ſupply'd with Recruits from hence; 
it any would go voluntarily into the French Service, 
they were encouraged, aid others that would hot 
were impreßß d, and carried over by meer Force; ad 
his Majeſtv's Magazines were emptied to furniſh the 
French with all Sorts of Ammunition. Ue adva d 
Fefferies to be Judge, who neither regarded Law, Rer. 
ſon, or Conſcience, when he had the Inrereſt of re 
Court to promore, and ſuch to cruſh as he in his 
Rage would call Rebels or Fanaricks. 


And this Charles the Second, like his Father, cau- 
ſed much innocent Blood to be ſhed, and perſecuted 
the faithful Servants of the Lord unto Death. One 
Hiſtorian ſaith of him, what ever his Religion was, 
whether Deiſt, Papiſt, or no nothing, is not to 
Purpoſe to enquire; but it is certain his Reign was 

Popiſn enough. Now what Reaſon is there to bon 
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of, ot be thankful for the Reſtoration of him 
aud his Government, which was Popiſh, They 
were for a King, aud the Lord gave them one 
in his Anger, and many of | thole that, were for 
his Reſtoration, felt bis heavy Hand, and might
